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Baker Quits Presidency 
Of Student Congress 


Resignation 
Answers Claim 
Of Illegality 

• IN ANSWER to tfewts from op- 
position leaders, Edgar Baker yes- 
terday resigned from the presidency 
of the George Washington Con- 
gress. The Progressive candidate 
had won a decisive victory in the 
November 1.3 election. 

Immediately following the Con- 
gress’ election meeting, its consti- 
tutionality was challenged, by Bud 
Carlson, chairman of the Liberal 
Democratic Party. 

Carlson stated that according to 
the Constitution drawn up and ap- 
proved last year, the executive 
council (composed of representa- 
tives from each of the four parties) 
only, had the power to call Con- 
gress meetings. 

He added that Roye Lowry, re- 
tiring president of the mock legis- 
lative body, had failed to do this 
and that the meeting called for 
November 1.3 had no legal basis. 

In his letter. to the Hatchet, re- 
ceived yesterday. Baker asserted 
that the four party chairman had 
met to discuss the meeting date, 
and that all but Carlson were in 
favor of postponing the election. 

“His insistence." Baker wrote, 

- “on retaining the datfr announced 
in the Hatchpt seemed to necessi- 
tate holding the meeting according 
to schedule.” 

The meeting was called for that 
date and Ward McCabe. Baker 
• says, approached him and said that 
Carlson had withdrawn from the 
election and that the election might 
just as well be held. It. was. 

The big fuss followed." 

Baker, in resigning, stated that 
he was not doing so because of the 
constitutionality question, but 
“purely as a matter of equity." 

Baker’s resignation beqomes ef- 
fective at the beginning of the next 
meeting. He appointed Daniel Fus- 
field, Progressive, to be president 
pro-tem. 

A meeting of the executive coun- 
cil has been called for December 4, 
at 8:00 in Columbian House. At 
this time, the council will select 
chairman of the leghrtallve comfiv 
It tees, and determine a date for 
the new election. 

The first legislative meeting will 
take place immediately after, the 
election is over.

Europe, you are cast out on your 
own." 

The University of Vienna and the 
Sorbonne are huge, temple-like edi- 
fices. In order to be admitted to 
the universities, you must be at 
least 18 and have matriculated in a 
’’gymnasium" in Germany or a 
"lycee" in France. The three facul- 
ties— medicine, law, and Philosophy 
-offer just one degree, that of Doc- 
tor's. In France the "hachelier" 
and minor degrees are offered, hut 
in German and Austrian universi- 
ties, there is only one degree. 

Intrinsically a part of European 
university life is the aloofness of 
the professor. He appears godlike 
in his chair in back of the podium. 
On the podium rests a lamp and a 
glass of water. There are no chairs 
in the dark classrooms or nmpi- 
theaters with their paneled walls - 
but rows and rows of benches. If 
the professor . is. a great lecturer, 
the students stamp on the floor 
with their feet instead of clapping

Dr. Bob Harmon Announces 
X-Rays at Cost for Students 


• UNIVERSITY students will have 
an opportunity to have their chests 
x-rayed for tuberculosis at cost, an- 
nounced Dr. Robert H. Harmon, 
University Physician, this week. 

The District Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation will make the x-rays for sev- 
enty-five cents, cost of film and 
production. In their effort to check 
on all possible sources of tubercu- 
losis In the District, the Association 
is making this offer for the benefit 
of students and the community as 
a whole.* 

The pictures will be read by com- 
petent physicians and students will 
be notified of the results Immedi- 
ately. 

"Tuberculosis," t h e Association 
said, “Is extremely dangerous for 


youths of college age when the body 
is often weakened through over- 
study and bad hours. Tubercular 
germs which may have been car- 
ried in the lungs since childhood 
will attack students of undergrad- 
uate age.” 

Dr. Harmon urged that all stu- 
dents take advantage of the offer. 
However, in order to conduct the 
x-rays successfully, the Tubercu- 
losis Assocation must know ap- 
proximately the number of students 
interested In taking them. The 
University Physician requests those 
who wish to avail themselves of this 
offer to drop him a card, or mall 
him the following coupon. The 
x-ray service will begin the first 
week of December.

They can take advantage 
of the free tutoring offered by Sig- 
ma Tau, national honorary engi- 
neering fraternity. 

Xi Chapter of Sigma Tau. at this 
University, conceived the Idea last 
year, that an honorary organization, 
containing the cream of the engi- 
neering crop, could very well offer 
a service to the rest of the engi- 
neering students, by helping them 
scholastically. 

As a consequence, every Friday 
night during the academic year, 
at least four members of the frat- 
ernity can be found in D-204. from 
7 to 8 p. m„ coaching engineers. 
The rest of the 22 members of Sig- 
ma Tau all assist in tutoring out- 
side of this regular class hour.

Liberal Democrats — entered the 
meeting and informed me that Carl- 
son. apparently my only opponent, 
had withdrawn and that it seemed 
advisable to dispatch with the elec- 
tions in order to hold the first leg- 
islative meeting as soon as possible.

"rave" notices from top-flight mu- 
sic critics usually feature a popular 
or “hot" musician. For example, 
the top-selling album of the last 
few months has been Columbia’s 
recording of Bela Bartok's "Con- 
trasts for Violin, Clarinet and 
Piano". As you may have guessed 
by now, the clarinet Is Benny Good- 
man. 

There can be no objection on th# 
ground of musicianship to Mr. 
Goodman's inclusion with Joseph 
Szlgeti and Mr. Bartok himself in 
this recording. In fact. Benny’s 
clarinet stands out on both records. 
The objection is to the attitude 
taken to Mr. Goodman. 

The "Contrasts" were written es- 
pecially for Szigeti and Goodman, 
and when Bartok happened to be 
in America last spring he joined in 
the recording of u ‘- own music. 
The result, a combination of Bar- 
tok’s native Hungarian folk music 
and extreme modernism, is very 
happy. The first movement is de- 
scribed in the program notes as 
the "Hungarian counterpart of the 
American blues", "Relaxation", the 
second movement, and "Fast 
Dance”, the finals, bear the mark of 
a mature musical mind. 

This album should be heard by 
classical and popular fans alike, and

• ADDRESSING THE Alliance Club 
at its semi-monthly meeting at the 
Hamilton Hotel recently, Dr. Lowell 
J. Ragatz, of the University history 
department, expressed the opinion 
that giving relief of any kind to 
any of the Nazi victim nations in 
Europe today was tantamount to 
feeding Germany itself. 

Dr. Ragatz stated that the coming 
winter is going to he a very hard 
one in Europe, not so much be- 
cause there is a shortage of food, 
but because the' distribution facili- 
ties have been interrupted by the 
war. The greatest shortage, he said, 
will be in cereals and meats. This 
situation will play a determining 
part in the outcome of the war 
because the conquered countries, 
undernourished, will develop discon- 
tent, and uprisings will occur. 

While abstract humanitarian sen- 
timents might dictate sending food 
to France. Belgium, Norway, and 
Holland at .this time, it would be a 
colossal blunder for America to do 
‘this, because any food sent to vic- 
tim countries would automatically 
release equal quantities of food for 
the Germans and, of course, greatly 
ease the problem now confronting 
Germany of caring for the beaten 
peoples. Any step which would pro- 
long, the war in any way would be 
most unwise. On. the other hand, 
the policy of refusing to send relief 
would speed the termination of the 
war. While undoubtedly the policy 
of denying relief will take its toll 
in human lives, the loss of human 
life would be much greater if relief 
were afforded and Germany were 
able to prolong the war in conse- 
quence. 

Therefore, while in the abstract, 
America can only laud Herbert Hoo- 
ver’s program, in practical applica- 
tion it would have most tragic con- 
sequences, and the logical course 
for America to follow is to refuse 
to participate In any such relief 
program. 


• THE VIEW that the United 
States is already at war with the 
Axis powers was expressed by Dr. 
Lowell J. Ragatz, professor of his- 
tory at the University, at the 
monthly meeting of the Dorothy 
Hancock Chapter of the District of 
Columbia D. A. R., held recently. 

Dr. Ragatz stated that this coun- 
try is definitely pro-Ally and defi- 
nitely pro-intervention and that we 
are already in war in every sense 
except being actual belligerents. 
"As with Italy before her formal 
entry inlo the war," said Dr. Ra- 
gatz, "we are providing unlimited 
supplies to one side only, and we 
are making every concession pos- 
sible under existing law in favor 
of aiding that one side only. Our 
government has even gone beyond 
actual law in extending aid, as wit- 
ness the transfer of the 50 cruisers, 
called obsolete by a polite piece of 
fiction. We appear to be on the 
point of transferring our flying 
fortresses, and the matter of pro- 
viding Great Britain with stores of 
war without payment is already 
under consideration on Capitol 
Hill," 

"Given consideration of the en- 
tire country being pro-British and 
the government being helpful, It is 
obvious that from the realistic 
point of view we are actually al- 
ready at war and the ultimate dec- 
laration of war will be a mere tech- 
nicality," stated Dr. Ragatz. "All 
of thia raises a serious constitu- 
tional problem because the cruiser 
naval base deal was negotiated in 
secret by the executive branch of 
the government and the legislative 
branch with which the power to de- 
clare war rests was kept In entire 
ignorance of this fundamental step. 
The matter is a basic one and is 
giving much concern to those who 
believe in constitutional govern- 
ment, despite the fact that they 
may be heartily In sympathy with 
the object"

Bibliographies 

• TWO BIBLIOGRAPHICAL vol- 
umes covering writings on Ameri- 
can History are about to be pub- 
lished by the American Historical 
Association and Smithsonian Insti- 
tution under the auspices of Pro- 
fessor Lowell J. Ragatz as Associa- 
tion Editor. 

The two volumes are entitled 
"Writings on American History, 
1936” and "Writings on American 
History, 1937-1938." They were com- 
piled by Grace Gardiner Griffin of 
the Library of Congress staff and 
Dorothy M. Louraine. former grad- 
uate student at the University. 

This work has been published by 
the American Historical Association 
and the Smithsonian Institution for 
nearly thirty years, and has been 
a major contribution to the histor- 
ical field. 

The first volume Includes more 
than 3500 works and articles on 
United States History, and was pub- 
lished throughout the world in 1936. 
The second volume covers a list of 
nearly 7500 similar works published 
during 1937 and 1938. Entries are 
accompanied by critical comments, 
and a detailed analytical index ac- 
companies each volume.
